KILLING THE GOOSE THAT LAYS 
THE GOLDEN Eca.—The new reve- 
nue bill proposed by the Finance 
Committee in its present form lays a 
State tax of ten dollars upon each 
theatrical peformance, concerts, &e. 

All counties are allowed to levy a 
tax of double this amount, and of 
course the right of municipal taxa- 
tion is left unaltered. ‘The result of 
this legislation will be simply to 
drive every company of the sort from 
the State, and instead of the revenue 
now derived from this source, the 
State, counties and cities will receive 
nothing. This is plainly so, for one 
ean see that if a travelling company 
has to pay ten dollars to the State, 
ten or twenty dollars to the county, 
five to the city, the rent of- the hall 
and advertising, hotel and other ex- 
penses, it can not protitably de. busi- 
ness in North Carolina. The circus, 
with all its attendant ization, 
ean stand it, vut refined entertain- 
ments confined to small halls and 


patronized only by the better class of | 


our citizens will not be able to 
make any engagements in the State. 

The tax at present is five dollars, 
and combined with county and city 
taxation is hard to be borne, but if 
the whole amount is doubled the 
State will be entirely deprived of this 
source of revenue. We hope the 
Legislature will pay some attention 
to this matter.

Speech of Major James H. Foote, 
of Wilkes County, in the House of 
Representatives on the [8th of 
February, 1875, Pending the Cone 
sideration of the GlenneCivil 
Rights Kesolutions. 


Mr. Speaker :—T had noi intended 
to say another word upon this sub-- 


ject, which has been so long and 


ably debated in this House. I have 
no remarks for the occasion, 

ut as my name has been so frequent- 
ly mentioned to-night, and my course 


inepposition to ‘Civil Rights’’ so 


severely criticised by those who have 
spoken on the other side, in speeches 
earefully prepared, and especially my 
coHeague, (Col. Dula) who indirectly 
favors the bill, I could not remain si- 
lent and listen at these aspersions 
without notice. I hope to have the 
indulgence of the members for a 
short time while I ventilate these at- 


tacks of political aspirants, and set | 


myself right before the world. 

Sir, I have not paused to ask what 
this or that man shail say, or what 
this or that party may approve or 
condemn. I would scorn to occupy 
a seat on this floer, before I would 
shut my eyes and blimdly, through 
party zeal, follow the dictates of those 
in powerand those who eare nothing 
for their country, save to gatify their 
own personal ends and self promo- 
tion. (Applause.) I have the Lonor 
to representa people who live far 
away from temptations to fraud 
and political intrigue, an honest ag- 
ricultural constituency, who are wil- 
ling to trust their representatives 
without preseribing to them their 
action on matters of State or Nation- 
al legislation. Tothem alone [ am 
responsible for my course here. My 
people know me too well to think for 
au moment that [ would be indiffer- 
ent or untrue to their interests. Sir, 
in the last campaign, both my col- 
league and myself were forced by our 
opponents as well as by our convic- 
tions of right to denounce the “Civil 
Rights bill’? then pending in Con- 
gress, and 50th of us declared that if 
Congress, forced that abomination 
upon us, we would no longer support 
the pariy that did it. We asserted 
that we did not believe that the Re- 
publican majority in power intended 
to inflict such an injury upon us, 
that there was no necessity for it, 
and that the colored people did not 
desire it. But what do we now be- 
hold? We have petitioned Congress 
not to doit. We haye remonstrated, 
we have implored, we have gone al- 
most upon our Knees, and besought 
our friends of the North not to 
humiliate us longer by forciug upon 
us social equality of the races, and 
grinding into dust their noble, proud 
but uufortunate brothers of the 
South. [Applause. | 

But allin vain! We are listening 
every hour for the news to be flashed 
along the wires that the once proud 
Anglo Saxon race shall come down 
to a level with the black man on 
terms of social equality! That there 
is to be no distinction on account of 
color—that there isa Aigher /aw than 
Ged, who has so 
indelibly stamped upon our faces the 
marks of separation, and which legis- 
lation cannot efface! Was there 
ever anything so monstrous in the 
annals of sacred or profane history? 

Mr. Speaker, what a solemn crisis 
is this; what stupendous efforts to 
perpetuate political power! It is for 
no love of humanity—no reverence 
for God—no patriotic emotion ever 
warmed in the hearts of those who 
econeeived such gigantic frauds. Sir, 
I should deserve the execration 
ofevery man who loves hls race, who 
has any affection for his family, any 
regard for his home, however hum- 
ble it may be, to sit still and not raise 
a warning voice to those in power, 
and ask them to pause and look into 
theawful chasm into whieh the na- 
tion is about to be plunged! Mr. 
Speaker, there is one thing which our 
people especially regard as sacred in 
the life element of Republican free- 
dom. Itisthe right to govern and 
manaye their loeal affairs in their 
own way. This right was guaran-— 
teed te them in the first compact of 
an organized Republie, and whieh 
has been watched with the most 
scrupulous fidelity. Any limitations 
by arbitrary power to these reserved 
rights, any interference by Congress 
te force objectionable restrictions 
upon any section of the country may 
be regarded with alarm, and clearly 
indicates that our system of Republi- 
can Government is in danger. Sir, 
there is no true North Carolinian 
who has watched the action of Con- 
cress upon “Civil Rights,’’ that does 
notieel Lhe most profound regret. I 
repeat, sir, that it has alarmed me, 
and it seems not me alone. In all 
parts of the country, the press North 
und South is giving its voice to the 
same feeling. Everywhere you can 
hear fears expressed that we are upon 
the verge of a most serious conflict. 

But my colleague (Col. Dula) says 
“that L have betrayed the party that 
ejected me, that I have abandoned 
my prineiples, and asks what apology 
I will give when L[ return to those 
who sent me here.’”’ He flippantly 
talks of his bravery in the Confed- 
erate army, and boasts that he never 
deserted his party or his flag. He 
goes back to the books of the school 
boys to tind poetry to repeat upon the 
old flag of the Union, which he de- 
serted, but was driven bazk under its 
folds by Federal bayonets, and 
twists andsquirms through an hour’s 
speech which cost him many asleep- 
less hour, many a restless night and 
agonizing thought, and which re- 
sulted in the thing he has read to 
you to night. (Laughter.) The gen- 
tleman perhaps has forgotten that 
while he lived in a Democratic 
eounty be affiliated with the ma- 
jority, and when he migrated to a 
county whose people were of a differ- 
ent political complexion, chamelon 
like, he changed to suit the popular 
breeze, and by this means takes his 
seat here. He now begins to talk to 
me about abandoning my 
betraying party and going bac 
my record. Sir, [ scorn the accusa- 
tion; I stamp it beneath my feet; ‘‘I 
piek up the dart which has fallen 
harmless at my feet and hurl it back 
Surely, if the gen- 
tleman has forgotten he cannot ex- 
pect his constituents to forget his 


|} sudden sommersaults, bis abandon- 


ment of principle, his desertion of 
party. Rut, sir, he apologises for the 
Civil Rights Bill; said it was not as 
bad as it might be—not as bad as the 
Senate had it. Sir, did you ever hear 
such clap-trap, such evasion, such 
death-like struggies to extricate one’s 
self from the astounding depth of 
folly in which he has placed him- 
self ? 

Apologize for the House Civil 
Rights bill! Try to smother over its 


enormities: by saying that it is not as 
bad as it might be or as the Senate 


on | 


- of this I need not speak farther. 


Why, sir, it is just the same bill with 
the school and cemetery clauses 
stricken out. But to balance that 
concession, its penalties against those 
who violate its provisions are heavier 
than those of the Senate bill, in that 
the fine cannot be less than $500, and 
in the farther provision, that the 
rosecuting attorney is subjected to 
eavy penalties for failure to prose- 
eute. The determination is that this 
law shall be enforced, and any 
co man who complains that he 
has not had full and equal enjoy- 
ments of accommodations, advan- 
tages, facilities and privileges of inns 
public conveyances on land an 
water, theaters, and other places of 
public amusement, will drag the 


| violator of this law into the United 


States Courts. Our people have had 
some experience with the United 
States last few 
years, ey know the expense 
and annoyance and the probabili- 
ties. of conviction in these 
torneys must prosecute or they are 
liable to pay the person iguvieved 
$500, to be held to be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and fined five thousand 
dollars!

equality between the races so far as

Who will dare sa 
that the Republican party is not ful- 
ly committed, (as fully committed as 
it is possible to be,) to the policy of 
social equality in every particular ? 
Why sir, Mr. Boutwell, the acknowl- 
edged leader of the Republican par- 
ty in the Senate, and for a long time 
oue of President Grant’s cabinet, 
suid the other day in a careful and 
a speech, (see Congressional 
cord, Feb. 18Sth,) ‘‘that the South 
would not be left at rest until its peo- 
ple consented that white and colored 
children should sit side by sidein 
schools.’’ Yes, sir, the South shall 
have no rest until we consent that 
our children shall be on a levelin 
schools, in society, and worse than 
all, intermarry with the African race. 
Our daughters to be the victims of 
the passions of those who were form- 
erly their slaves, that the pure Cau- 
cassian blood shall be adulterated, 
and chat our posterity shall be a race 
of men, nct like ourselves, but a race 
of mulattoes, mongrels, or hydrids! 
Sir, this is no imagination or fiction. 
The truth, in a solemn manner stares 
us in the face. The lines are drawn 
by those in power, and we are to 
choose upon which side of this ques- 
tion we are tostand. [Applause. ] 

But read the bill and remember 
that this is only one dose of the 
physie. 

The following is the bill as passed 
by the House without preamble: 

‘That all persons within the juris- 
diction of the United States shall be 
entitled to full and equal enjoyments 
of accommodations, advantages, fa- 
cilities and privileges of inus, public 
conveyances on land or water, thea- 
ters and other places of public amuse- 
ment, subject only to conditions and 
limitetions established by law and 
applicable alike to citizens of every 
race and coler, regardless of previous 
condition of servitude. 

“SECTION 2. That any person who 
shall violate the foregoing section by 
denying to any citizen, except for 
reasons by law applicable to citizens 
of every race and color, regardless of 
any previous condition of servitude, 
the fullenjoyment of any of the ac- 
commodations, advantages, facilities 
or privileges in said section enumer- 
ated, or by aiding or inciting such 
denial, shall, for every offense, for- 
feit and pay the sum of five hundred 
dollars to the person aggrieved there- 
by, to be recovered in an action of 
debt, with full costs, and shall also, 
for every such offense, be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
couvietion thereof be fined not less 
than $5 0 nor more than $1,000, or 
shall be imprisoned not less than 30 
days nor more than one year; pro- 
vided, that all persons may elect to 
sue for the penalty aforesaid or to 
proceed under their rightsat common 
law, and by state statutes, and having 
so elected, to proceed in the one mode 
or other, their right to proceed in 
other jurisdiction shall be barred; but 
this proviso shall not apply to crimi- 
nal proceedings either under this act 
or the criminal law of any State; and 
provided further, that a judgment for 
the penalty in favor of the party ag- 
grieved, or judgment upon an indict- 
ment, shall be a bar to either prosecu- 
tion upon any other. 

‘See. District and Circuit Courts 
of the Un. ed States shall have, exs 
clusively of the courts of the several 
States, cognizanee of all crimes and 


* oftenses against and violations of the 


provisions of this act, and actions for 


the penalty given by the preceding 


section may be prosecuted in Terri- 
torial, District or Cireuit Courts of 
the United States wherever the de- 


fendant may be found, without re- | 


gard to the other party, and district 
attorneys, Marshals and deputy mar- 
shals of the United States, and com- 
missioners appointed by the Circuit 
and Territorial Courts of the United 
States, with powers of arresting and 
imprisoning or bailing offenders 
against the iawsof the United States, 
are hereby especially authorized and 
required to institute proceedings 
against every person who shall vio- 
late the provisions of this act, and 
cause him to be arrested or bailed, as 
the ease may be, for trial before such 
Court of the United States or Terri- 


torial Court as by law has cognizance 


of the offense, except in respect to 
the right of aetion accruing to the 
person aggrieved, and such district 
attorneys shall cause such proceed- 
ings to be prosecuted to their termi- 
nation ; provided, that nothing con- 
tained in this section shall be con- 
strued to deny or defeat any right of 
civil action accruing to any person, 
whether by reason of this act or 
otherwise, and any district attorney 
who shall wilfully fail to insti- 
tute and prosecute the proceedings 
herein referred to, shall, for every 
such offense, forfeit and pay the sum 
of 3500 to the person aggrieved there- 
by, to be recovered by an action of 
debt, and shall, on conviction there- 
of, be deemed guilty of misdemeanor 
and be fined not less than $1,000 or 
more than $5,000 ; and provided fur- 
ther, that a judgment for the penalty 
in favor of the party aggrieved, 
against any such district attorney, or 
a judgment upon an_ indictment 
against district attorney, 
shalt be a bar to either prosecution

may be Dory meee by law, shall be 
disqualified for service as a grand or 
petit Jurorin any court of the United 
States on account of race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude, and 
any officer or other person charged 
with any duty of selection or sum- 
moning of jurors, who shall exclude 
or fail to summon any citizen for the 
cause aforesaid, shall, on conviction, 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and be fined not more than $5,000. 

‘*Sec. 5. That all eases arising under 
the provisions of this act in the 
courts of the United States shall be 
reviewable by the supreme courts of 
the United States without regard to 
the sum in controversy, under the 
same provisions and regulations as 
are now provided by law for review ‘ 
of other causes in said court.” 

“T tell my colleague, that to apolo- 
gise for that bill is to endorse it 
straight out. Itell him, I am just 
fresh from the people who give him 
hisseat here, and the universal cry 
is ‘‘where is Dula?’ ‘‘What is he 
doing to avert this direful calami 
about to be fastened upon us?” ¥ 
tell him that when he goes home he 
will never have an end explaining 
his position on this question, and 
whye it was that he proved false to 
his pledges last summer. Our peo- 
ple area unit against this measure 
and will sustain me. I have only 
carried out What I reiterated on the 
stump. I have betrayed no trust, 
abandoned no principle. 

Justicia fiat ruat celum.” “Let 
justice be done, tho’ the heavens 
fall.”? Sir, [know that my colleague 
is brave. I know he loves his coun- 
trymen, and that his heart is with 
me in this movement. I know how 
much it cost him to cover over the 
true man with the outside political 
garb, and it only remains to be torn 
away to reveal him in his true light 
before mankind. I[ know that he 
first intended to vote for Mr. Glenn’s 
Resolutions. [am telling uo tales 
out of school when I say that he 
avowed his purpose so to do to me 
apd others on this floor. 

Mr. Dula—‘‘Will the gentleman 
allow me to explain ?”’ 

The Speaker—‘' Does the gentleman 
yield ?”’ 

Mr. Foote—‘‘Certainly.”’ 

Mr. Dula—''Mr. Speaker, I did say 
that had the House come to a vote on 
the resolutions the day they were in- 
troduced, I should have given them 
my support.

“Go 
it blind’? on a question that has 
shaken this nation from centre to 
circumference? (Applause.) Isthis 
the part of a faithful sentinel? Let 
the gentleman take either horn of the 
dilemmaand where is he? ( Laughter. ) 

Nowin his own language, why 
this sudden sommersault? Why this 
sudden abandonment of principle ? 
Why this desertion of his true colors ? 
Let him speak from the heart and, 
there is no difference between us. 
“Tempora mutant et homines mu- 
tantur in illis.”” *“*Times change and 
men are changed in them.’’ 


Now, Mr. Speaker, the gentleman 
speaks of traitors—he speaks of some 
of us going over to the Democrats. 
Why is this? Beeause we dare do 
what we promised. I[t is because 
some of us have the courage to de- 
nounce a measure whieh we believe 
to be an injury to our people and de- 
struction of the union and harmony 
of this great nation, let it be from 
whateyer party itmay? Is the voice 
of reason to be stifled by party zeal ? 
Is this the rule by which my friend 
is guided ? Has it come to this, that 
because a member is elected by this 
or that party, he shall not be allowed 
to stir one ineh to cheek the abuse of 
power, even if itshould vein his own 
ranks ? Nay, even go farther, 
abandon at once any party to save as 
great a country as this. When we 
see the peril we are in, (as dreadful 
diseases require desperate remedies) 
we should not hesitate to sacrifice 
not only party, but our lives, if meeds 
be, to save and bequeath to posterity 
a free and happy Kepublic, as it was 
left to us by our fathers. 

You may search the annals of in- 
tolerance and bigotry; you may rend 
the fearful story of *‘man’s inliuman- 
ity to man,”’ and where in modern 
times can you find sueh reckless leg- 
islation, such god-detying malignity 
towards the white people of the Sout 
as is now exhibited in the National 
Congress ? We have cheerfully obey- 
ed, in this State, all the reconstrue- 
tion acts. There are no more loyal 

ple to the government among the 
States than those of Nerth Carolina. 
There is no country where the poor 
colored man is treated mere hu- 
manely. 


He is accorded his full rights be- 
fore the law; he is encouraged to 
educate himself and make a good and 
useful citizen; the ballot box is free 
to him, and why Keep up this “‘irre- 
pressible conflict’”’ longer? Under it 
our commerce and industry have lan- 
guished, securities have lessened in 
value, rents depreciated, lands gone 
to waste, immigration hindered, 
desolation and gloom hang like a pall 
oyer a once proud and happy people. 
But, Mr. Speaker, if commercial and 
industrial prostration were the only 
evils involved in this great crisis re- 
creant indeed would be that son of 
the noble old county that honors me 
with aseat on this floor were he to 
act the laggard in checking a move- 
ment tending to break up the har- 
mony and peace of the races, and 
deluge this land again in blood. 

How can [ co-operate with the 
party with such results staring us in 
the face? No party can live that 
stands in opposition to the common 
interests of the white man and en- 
deavors to force the poor colored man 
by law where he does not naturally 
belong. Violence and bleodshed will 
follow in the wake, and our whole 
country will be turned again into 
mourning. My mind revolts at the 
picture. And after all, when the 
tragic drama is over, what will be 
gained? In all probability the black 
m:.n, like the red man of the forest, 
will cease to tread American soil, 
and read his final doom when the 
conflict commences, and the civil- 
ized world be turned back a thou- 
sand years. And all forwhat? To 
gratify the ambition of men to hold 
on to high and lucrative places, and 


who care not how many sink so they j 


swim. 


But sir, I must notice the remarks 
made by other gentlemen, who claim 
that they were elected by Republi- 
eans. Lrefer to Messrs. Trivett and 
Candler, from Ashe and Buncembe. 
They declare that they can’t support 
Mr. Glenn’s resolutions against Civil 
Rights, as being too strong. 

Now, have these two gentlemen 
forgotten thata few weeks ago, when 
resolutious were introduced from the 
Democratic side, which stated that : 
“We hail with delight the recent 
great Democratic triumphs of the 
North, and that they indicate a new 


era—a stern rebuke to the present Ad- 


ministration as being vindictive and 
corrupt, and that these elections 
overthrowing the Republican party, 
show that we may expect an era of 
eace, etc.’? These two gentlemen, 
‘andler and Trivett, who boast of 
being Republicans, voted for these 
resolutions which denounce the whole 
Republican party, but now they vote 
against Mr. Glenn’s resolutions, for 
fear their Republican friends at home 
should doubt their loyalty to party. 

W hatineconsistency! How are the 
mighty fallen! 

Let. us see how it will be in their 
next campaign, provided we are ever 

rmitted to have another. Mr. 

‘rivett, ‘fare you a Republiean ?” 

Answer—‘‘ Yes.”’ 

(Juestion— Did you vote for the 
resolutions which hailed with delight 
the great Democratic triumphs of 
the North and charged that Grant’s 
administration was corrupt and vin- 
dictive, and deelared that it showed 
that the downfall of the Republican 
party was an indication of peace and 
prosperity ?”’ 

Answer— Yes’’’ 

(Juestion—‘‘Are you in favor of 
Civil Rights?” 

Answer—‘'No.”’ 

Question—" How isit then that you 
spoKe against Clenn’s resolutions, 
which denounced the passage of that 
bill ?”’ 

Answer—"‘ Because he called upon 
Republicans to leave the party if hey 
passed it ?’’ 

Question—‘* How can = you 
stay in one party and publicly 
vote for resolutions which extol one 
and condemn the other to which you 
belong ?”’ 

I can imagine what sort of 
confusion Mr. Candlerof Buncombe, 
and Mr. Trivett of Ashe, would be 
in, and what disgust would be visi- 
ble upon the faces of those who once 
supported them, and the overwheini- 
ing defeat they would meet at the 
ballot-box. Let these gentlemen go 
home and tell their friends that they 
were opposed to social negro equality, 
but their party would not let them 
say so, and that they voted Grant’s 
government to be vindietive and 
corrupt, before they were told it was 
not proper to do so by members of 
their party, and that they rejoiced on 
account of Democratic victories, be- 
cause they thought it right to do so 
at the time. 


They may call me what they please, 
traitor to my party and principles, 
or even Democrat if they choose, 
anything, sol but discharge a duty 
to my country, and do something to 
check these cormorants of power. 
Applause. ] 

My friend, Dr. Wheeler, the gen- 
tleman from Forsyth, says in feel- 
ing terms, that he parts from me 
more in sorrow than in anger, and 
regrets the suapping of political ties, 
but bids me depart in peace, for the 
place that knows me now will know 
me nomore forever. Beit so. Ifa 
conscientious discharge of duty to 
those who sent me here, consign me 
to the shades of oblivion, I shall die 
an easy death. He with my colleague 
thinks that to night they have dug 
my political grave. IL thought I 
could see them sprinkling the sand 
over my ashes and planting the ivy 
upon my grave. I ean say to them, 
I have no regrets for the past, no re- 
tractions to make, no remorse or bit- 
ter reflection. I have no _ higher 
aspiration, no greater ambition than 
after [ leave these Halls to retire to 
my humble home on the banks of 
the beautiful Yadkin, and there ‘‘to 
drive the team afield’’ to cultivate 
the soil and live in peace with my 
neighbors, enjoy their cheerful hos- 
pitalities, mingle with their sorrows, 
share their joys, and if permitted to 
do so, to go annually to the polls and 
east our ballots for those men whose 
political graves have not been dug 
by themselves as are those of my 
colleague and my friend from For- 
sythe. 

In conclusion, [ aeeord to these 
two gentlemen, and those few who 
follow them, the same good feeling, 
the same right to theirown opinions, 
and as they depart from the great 
platform upon which we have stood 
together in opposition to these ob- 
hexious measures, leave them in 
the hands of their constituents. I 
say to them, by paraphrasing the 
lines of the good old poet, and with- 
out irreveranee : 

“Why do we mourn, departing friends, 

Orshake at this alarm; 


Ye living men, come view the ground 
Where you must shortly lie.”

To-morrow is the last day of a Con- 
gress ever memorable as one using 
its waning power to restore the for- 
tunes of the party it represented 
by the deadliest blow ever given to 
American liberty, by the cruelest 
outrage ever inflicted upon a down- 
trodden people. It was the fitting 
end of a body more odious from its 
venality, more offensive from its 
corruptions, and more detestable 
from its malignity than any ever as- 
sembled under the shadow of the 
Capitol. We could wish the indi- 
vidual members no bitterer punish- 
ment than the possession of con- 
sciences after they depart thence. 


Tue Senate has passed the bill 
postponing the operation of the 
Usury Bill until the 15th day of Oc- 
tober next. No doubt the House 
will concur in the action of the Sen- 
ate. This is a concession we are 
glad to see has been yielded. The 
bill in its original shape had some- 
thing overbearing in its idea of al- 
most immediate action, and a com- 
temptuous disregard of the wishes of 
those who almost implored only for 
delay. We doubt not that the elo- 
quent appeals and startling repre- 
sentations of Mr. McRae and Mr. 
Mebane did have their ulitmate ef- 
fect, and though inefficient to alter 
the original bill as it came from the 
Senate, yet when it had passed and 
its principles had been established, 
the satisfaction of safety moved the 
friends of the bill to yield something 
to the motions of generosity, and 
admit something to the demonstra- 
tions of reason. 

The new movement of the Senate 
will strip the usury bill of some of 
its objectionable features, and will 
at least give men more time to trim 
their sails to the stcrm. 


Enoven rhetoric has been ex- 
hausted on the Civil Rights bill, 
now by the wisdom of Congress 
and the grace of the President a 
law, to excuse us from any more on 
the subject. It is now in force, 
perhaps to verify the most dreaded 
anticipations formed of it; perhaps, 
like other things as much feared 
in prospect, its realization may be 
practically harmless. Butas it was 
framed designedly for mischief, 
framed for the purpose of widening 
the breach between the white and 
black, framed for the purpose of 
provoking collisions between them, 
and thus demanding the interfer- 
ence of the general government ; 
and finally, and as the ultimate and 
real object, framed for the purpose 
of perpetuating the Radical party 
in power, we may not hope for a 
peaceful experience. If we will not 
move in the matter, the instruments 
of that party will. They wanted trou- 
dle, they planned trouble, and they 
will have trouble. And therefore 
words cannot express the wicked- 
ness of a measure which set back, 
it may be for ever, for mere pur- 
poses of party, the hopes of peace 
and quiet so sincerely longed for by 
the people of the South. 

We must bear it with grim se- 
renity. There is no help for it. 


We may get through with it. We 
will not provoke trouble, but if it 
comes it will be because human 
nature cannot be remodelled by 
legislative enactments, and because 
instincts, prejudices and habits are 
not under the control of a Presiden- 


tial signature. 


THE GRANGERS. 

The State Council of the Granges 
meets to-night in the Hall of the 
House of Representatives, and from 
the large number of delegates al- 
ready here, the assemblage prom- 
ises to be an imposing one. 

It is really the most gratifying 
feature of the times to witness this 
earnest determination of the farm- 
er to elevate his avocation by assert- 
ing its claim to consideration. A 
ealling the most important to which 
human energies were ever applied, 
has been suffered to be obscured in 
the estimation of the world because 
this main stay and benefactor of the 
race has modestly kept himself in 
the back ground and snffered more 
prete.tous and less worthy aspi- 
rants for favor to get before him. 
But a new era has dawned. The 
farmer has shaken off his reserve. 
He wakes to the consciousness of 
his worth, and he is now coming 
forward to assert his long dormant 
claims. 

But he comes forward from high- 
er motives than pride. He comes 
forward in the consciousness that 
he has neglected advantages which 
with proper use might long since 
have elevated his position. He comes 
forward in recognition of the fact 
that maninno sphere cai fill his 
allotted place acceptably on earth as 
the mere mechanical drudge. He 
comes forward to recognize the em- 
pire of mind over all the works of 
men, however humble. And with 
this recognition, he has determined 
to restore his sinking fortunes, to 
regenerate his wasted lands, to 
abandon idle traditions, to work out 
the demonstrations of reason, to 
apply the enlightened experience of 
others, and to show that the farmer, 
delivered from his prejudices, and 
working out his'destinies by the use 
of his brain, shal] henceforward be 
no more the sport of bold imposi- 
tion. With the consciousness of his 
worth, and with the cultivation and 
application of his mental faculties, 
the farmer will rightfully assert that 
equal rights in the regulation of 
publie affairs, which had so long 
quietly yielded to other professions. 

We bid the Grangers a cordial 
weleome among us, and hope their 
deliberations will be productive of 
tnat good which every true lover of 
his native State most earnestly 
hopes. 


THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

Under the convenient disguise of 
“a billto amend section so and so 
of chapter blank of Battle’s Revi- 
sal,” lies a design to abolish the 
Geological Survey, and thus deprive 
North Carolina of one of its most 
useful institutions, and once of its 
peculiar boasts. For we know of 
no Southern State except Maryland 
that maintains the office of State 
Geologist, and we know of no office 
so full of lasting good to the whole 
State. 

There is always an impatience of 
results among men not accustomed 
to laborious processes of investiga- 
tion, and a readiness to pronvunce 
that worthless or uselessly expen- 
sive which does not at once bring 
back returns in money value. Of 
all labors that of the Geological 
Surveyor is the most tedious and 
slow. [t must be years before his 
rescarches can bring into complete 
array the results of the infinite 
number of analyses of the soils, the 
metals and the minerals of the 
widely diverse formations of the 
nincty odd counties of North Caro- 
lina. Those who have heard Pro- 
fessor Kerr's lectures before the Gen- 
eral Assembly have learned that 
Professor Kerr has not been idle: 
They have learned that he has been 
indefatigably industrious, that he 
has carried the most ardent zeal into 
the accomplishment of his purpose, 
and that his zeal is fortified by in- 
telligence and accurate scientific 
knowledge. The amount of infor- 
mation that he has presented to the 
Legislature 1s immense and of ines- 
timable value to the State, and its | 
utilization is only embarrassed by 
the peculiar difficulties of the coun- 
try, which it may be hoped will 
some day find an end. 

We are giad that the Legislature 
had this opportunity, for we are 
sure they will hardly now abolish 
an office so inestimably valuable to 
the future welfare of the State, and 
one so directly connected with the 
great cause of education. Whatever 
objections may have been urged 
against Prof. Kerr, (and we must 
say that they seem idle ones, ) cannot 
apply to the office. Retain the office 
even if its duties be divided, anda 
branch of it be established to devel- 
op the vast and varied mineral 
wealth of transmontane North 
Carolina. 


But let it not be said that the Leg- 


islature has extinquished one of the 


brightest lights of the State, and 
thrown away one of the proudest 
memorials of its intelligent 
rality. 


Terrible and unprecedented rain-
